ticket in ease of great emergency, and 
th a t all other powers are reserved to the 
party represented in its Conventions, and 
th a t the committee has not authority to 
adopt platforms, to define the jiolicyof the 
party, to hind it by declaration of prin­ 
ciple, to declare in favor of one nr against 
another candidate, and so on throughout a 
chapter of assumed ¡towers. 
There can be advanced no good reason 
why political committees should not keep 
records of their acts and accounts of their 
receipts and disbursem ents and turn them 
over to their successors. 
As it now is the 
party is an organization without sufficient, 
or indeed any, record of the transactions 
»<f its committees. 
Certainly the laws of 
the party should at least direct perm anent 
minutes and records to be kept.

tain that such reforms will add strength to 
the organization, remove the cause of much

M e e tin g to I n s tru c t. 
[O akland Times, April 21st.] 
The Buckley mass meeting at Union 
H all, on Saturday night, to instruct and ad­ 
monish the San Francisco members of the 
Legislature, was not a success in point of 
numbers or material. 
In a city of 300,000 
people it is to be expected that more than 
500 will turn out to such a meeting, p ro tid ­ 
ed there is a real reasoh and a living issue 
to justify it. Of the half thousand present 
how m any were shippers? how m any were 
cmplovers of labor and the payers of its 
wages? 
AVe recall none. The merchants 
of San Francisco were not even tem pted 
out to hear the plaintive story of their 
wrongs t<>1<I by poor Mr. Delmas, whose 
mission in life seems to he the narration of 
his failure to get the taxes out of the rail­ 
roads and the expression of his spite against 
the Attorney-General because th at officer 
easily and inexpensively, w ithout compro­ 
mising the dignity nor abridging the rights 
of the State, secured for the treasury nearly 
a million, the full face of the tax. where 
Mr. Delmas had failed to get a penny. 
The resolutions subm itted to the meet­ 
ing and rushed through by the nerv­ 
ous 
Chairm an, were 
hailed 
by 
as 
m any noes as ayes, and 
the 
subse­ 
quent proceedings were most vociferously 
applauded on the platform, w hile the audi­ 
ence in the body of the hall conversed. 
In 
the conversation going on in the hack part 
of the hall while Mr. Delmas was on the 
piano passages of his oration, Mr. Chris. 
Buckley took so loud a part that the 
speaker stopped and sharply rebuked the 
“ railroad spies" who were sent there to 
disturb him . The • hair threatened to call 
on the police, and Mr. lb's inherent respect 
for law caused him to close his perfectly in- 
liocent and unintentional dam m ing of the 
silvery stream of Mr. Delmas' oratory. 
B ut th e D em ocratic party is not so m uch 
concerned w ith the sm allness o f th e m eet­ 
ing n o r th e incidents w hich attended it. as 
w ith th e dem ands m ade upon it by Mr. 
D elm as. 
T hat gentlem an is so enraptured 
w ith his ow n rhetoric th at its very sm nptii- 
ousncss is apt to tem pt th e party into self­ 
abuse. unless a very deliberate course is 
pursued.

F irst, th at it shall treat railroad property 
as public property, th e beneficial ow nership

porations. 
To use his ow n words : “ A 
railroad is as m uch a public in stitu tio n as 
is th e postoffice; th e tw o are analogous, 
anil th at is w hy railroads have no right to 
d iscrim inate in freights, because th e post­ 
office does not discrim inate in postage.” 
T his prem ise Mr. D elm as argued at great 
and convincing length, confessing th at it is 
new. hut insisting upon it as a fact in law 
and m orals. 
Few m en can argue m ore 
convincingly, ou t of Court, th an this able 
law yer, an d if an y m an can convince a 
crowd th at th e D em ocratic party shall treat 
a railroad as th e sam e sort o f public in stitu ­ 
tion as is th e postoffire, he can do it. 
B ut 
w hen his luxurious illu stratio n s had car­ 
ried conviction on that point h e tu rn ed to 
th e subject of tax in g railroads, an d ordered 
th e D em ocratic party to assess and tax 
them th e sam e as individuals, an d if d elin ­ 
quent to sell th eir property. 
Now wc believe in ju st th at m ethod of 
taxation, b ut pray w hat does Mr. D elm as 
m ean?

ond be true and we should tax railroads 
like persons, th en th e first is a transparent 
absurdity, for no rule o f law perm its the 
taxation o f “ public institutions like th e 
postoffice." 
Mr. D elnias m ay he sincere. 
W e know 
that he is sincerely m ad because Ned M ar­ 
shall found nearly a m illion o f dollars for 
th e State w hen he had failed to find even 
his own fee, bu t if he is sincere th e D em o­ 
cratic party should object to Ins dem and 
th at it go in opposite directions at th e sam e 
tim e. 
T h e Egyptian taskm asters forced 
th e Jew s to m ake bricks w ithout straw , but 
th e task Mr. D elm as sets for the D em ocratic 
party i- so m uch h arder th a t th e E gyptian 
Losses appear to have been reasonable by 
contrast.

H ence his attack on th e R ailroad C om m is­ 
sioners. 
W hat is their history ? 
T he State 
of C alifornia began to assert control o f rail­ 
ways by a Com m ission in 1875. 
Six years 
later, as w e believe th e record show s, th e 
first reduction was proposed, and that was 
in passenger rates on the Central and 
Southern l’acllic lines, o f .'Hi per cent. 
It 
was propi iscil, it was adopted, but was never 
enforced. 
It was left to die like a bastard 
at th e door o f th e Com m ission w hich begot 
it. 
And th at was all. 
T he record o f th e 
Com m ission as a failure had bu t one tw in 
in C alifornia, and that is Mr. D elm as’ re­ 
cord as a legal gladiator against th e corpo­ 
rations. 
Messrs. Carpenter and H um phreys found 
the office halil of gathered statistics, beg­ 
gared so far as concented procedure, empty 
of method and not a track left by the tect 
of their predecessors, who had stepped out 
of it either into opulence or office. 
They 
entered it an open field unplowed. They 
provided a procedure, they settled upon 
definite and precise methods, they deter­ 
mined w hat to do and they proceeded to 
do it. 
The San Jose platform pledged these 
gentlemen to m ake material reductions in 
freights and fares. 
At Saturday night's 
meeting the intellectual dessert consisted of 
a speech by Mr. George Hcarst, w ho said, 
" Wc can't forget what happened at San 
Jose," and there was a sad cadenee in the 
venerable orator's tone suggestive that he 
had not forgotten how he smelled the mold 
above the rose at San Jose ; but hum an sor­ 
row is sacred. 
We are not to forget that material reduc­ 
tion was demanded. The materiality of a 
reduction is a m atter of opinion. 
Mr. Dol­ 
mas. whose prospective fee was reduced 100 
percent, before its generous donation to 
the poor, is apt to measure reductions in 
other m en's earnings and profits in the 
bottomless half bushel of his disappoint­ 
m ent; hut others, organized bodies, men 
long devoted to agitation and investigation 
of the subject, considered the platform 
phrase during the campaign and construed 
it, put tlicir construction on record and to 
that record we appeal on behalf of the two 
(Aimmissioners who have been the first to 
successfully assert California's mastery of 
her corporations and give to the people a 
dividend of reductions in return for the 
thousand and tens of thousands paid to 
Commissioners from John T. Doyle down 
to Rperxtocher, and the last named was 
just as worthy and just as worthless in the 
office as the first. The first organized body 
to pass upon the platform was the A nti­ 
Monopoly League of Kern county, which 
demanded, us a material reduction, 25 per 
cent, in freights and fares “ from Oakland 
to Sum ner." 
The next construction was
